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New  power  move  in

WASHINGTON  - Quiet  feelers 
have  gone  out  from  Peking  to 
Asian  leaders  reviving’  the 
Asia-for-Asians  doctrine  preached 
by  the  Japanese  during  World  War 
II. 

The  word  may  be  dropped 
delicately  by  a Chinese  merchant 
in  Bangkok  or  not  so  delicately  by 
a radica.1  leader  in  Tokyo.  A 
diplomat  with  a pipeline  to  Peking 
may  raise  the  subject  in  Rangoon 
or  Djakarta  or  Manila.  But  the 
message  is  always  the  same. 

“We  are  all  Orientals,”  the 
messenger  will  say.  “We  should 
join  together.” 

The  most  ominous  overtures 
have  been  made  to  certain 
Japanese  leaders.  A harnessing  of 
Japanese  industrial  power  with 
Chinese  manpower,  it  is  suggested, 
would  form  a super  power  equal 
to  the  United  States  or  Soviet 
Union. 

This  column  has  spoken  to 
various  Asian  leaders  about 
Peking’s  new  Asia-for-Asians  line. 
One  who  was  willing  to  be 
quoted,  President  Ferdinand 
Marcos  of  the  Philippines, 
confirmed  that  he  had  received 
the  “We  are  all  Orientals”  pitch. 
There  was  no  question,  he  said, 
that  the  message  came  indirectly 
from  Peking. 

The  specter  of  a 
Japanese-Chinese  alliance,  he 
added,  has  caused  deep  concern 
among  Asian  leaders. 

“If  the  Chinese  and  Japanese 
ever  get  together,”  he  said,  “and 
combine  the  industrial  capability 
of  Japan  with  the  manpower  of 
China,  then  look  out.” 

SENATE’S  MR.  SMUT 

Senator  Roman  Hruska,  R-Neb., 


has  taken  umbrage  over  our  report 
that  at  the  same  time  he  was 
denouncing  smut  and  violence,  he 
was  a partner  in  a chain  of  bawdy 
movie  houses. 

We  owe  him  an  apology. 

We  have  now  learned  that  he 
was  even  more  audacious  than  we 
had  thought.  While  he  delivered 
pious  speeches  against 
pornography,  he  used  his 
influence  in  the  backrooms  of  the 
Senate  to  block  legislation  which 
would  outlaw  “salacious 
advertising”  that  panders  to  the 
“prurient  interest.” 

Such  a law  on  the  books  would 
prevent  his  movie  chain  from 
using  the  titillating  advertisements 
and  displays  that  draw  customers 
to  the  box  office. 

Here  are  some  typical  teasers 
that  the  Hruska  houses  have  used 
to  promote  recent  skin  flics:  “The 
Wild  and  the  Willing”  (‘They 
broke  every  speed  limit  in  a 
parked  car”),  “Adam  and  Eve” 
(“Depicted  au  natural.  It  is 
something  to  see”),  “The 
Love-Ins”  (“Take  a trip  into  the 
psychedelic  world  of  the 
hippies”),  “Two  Weeks  in 
September”  (“Brigitte  Bardot  in 
love  as  no  woman  ever  loved 
before”),  “Shanty  Tramp” 
(“Sorry,  because  of  the  abnormal 
nature  of  this  film,  we  cannot  use 
any  photos  in  advertisements”). 

Hruska  sits  on  the  Senate 
Judiciary  Committee,  which  has 
long  been  considering  a number  of 
pornography  laws.  The  bills  have 
been  referred  variously  to  the 
subcommittees  on  Constitutional 
Rights,  Criminal  Laws  and 
Juvenile  Delinquency. 

As  a member  of  all  three 
subcommittees,  Hruska  has

The  dangerous  holiday  driving 
conditions  caused  by  bad  weather 
and  an  increased  number  of 
drivers  on  the  road  will  take  their 
toll.  The  American  Red  Cross 
needs  700  pints  of  blood  to 
sustain  them  over  the  Christmas 
holidays  and  BYU  is  being  asked 
to  help. 

BYU  students  are  encouraged  to 
make  apointments  for  blood 
donations  today  and  tomorrow 
from  8 a.m.  to  6 p.m.  in  the 
ELWC  Reception  Center.  Blood 
drawings  will  begin  Mon.,  Dec.  7 
in  the  games  area. 

In  the  past,  Mondays  have  been 
slow  days  making  the  rest  of  the 
week  hectic,  thus,  emphasis  will 
be  placed  on  filling  Monday 
hours.  To  insure  a good  start  on  a 
successful  blood  drive,  1 80  pints 
of  blood  should  be  drawn  by 
Monday. 


Male  students,  18  to  21  years, 
must  obtain  written  permission 
from  a parent  or  guardian.  Female 
students,  under  Utah  State  Law, 
may  donate  blood  at  18  without 
permission. 

Students  who  intend  to  donate 
blood  need  not  make  changes  in 
their  daily  eating  habits.  The 
minimum  weight  requirement  is 
110  pounds. 

If  any  allergy  or  immunization 
cases  arise,  the  physician  in  charge 
will  consult  the  donor  and  make 
the  decision.  Students  who  have 
had  malaria  or  have  yellow 
jaundice  cannot  donate  blood. 

Students  with  appointments 
will  hav  first  perference  over 
those  without  at  the  drawings.  To 
facilitate  a smooth  and  prompt 
program,  students  are  advised  to 
make  appointments.

Richard  A.  Call,  a prominent 
Provo  physician  and  anti-smoking 
crusader,  said,  ‘‘All  the  air 
pollution  in  the  world  does  not 
begin  to  reach  the  problem  of 
people  pollution.”  People  pollute 
themselves,  as  well  as  their 
environment,  and  environmental 
quality  must  be  controlled  where 
it  begins. 

Dr.  Douglas  Smoot,  a BYU 
chemical  engineer,  illustrated  air 
pollution  in  Utah  County  through 


a series  of  slides  developed  from 
his  study  of  the  problem. 

It  is  a fact  that  “industry  is 
doing  their  share  to  control  air 
pollution  in  Utah  County,  but 
now  it  is  time  for  citizens  to  do 
their  share,”  said  Dr.  Call.
